& flash this afternoon the Windsor Hotel 
Ua a pyramid of flame that towered high 
in the air. There is nothing left of the 
‘Windsor Hotel tonight. An irregular line 
of wall incloses an area of smoldering dé- 
dris. 

Under this pile are the bodies of men and 
women who were overwhelmed before they 
‘could reach the street. 

In spite of a list, as carefully prepared as 
may be, nobody knows just how many are 
dead, how many were burned to ashes, how 
many are buried, half charred, beneath hoo 
stones and twisted iron. But at midnight 
the best estimate was fifteen dead and forty 

vr more injured. 

The hotel was full of people, and there are 
Waaccounted for rich guests and poor serv- 
ne, employés and visitors, and firemen, to 
‘whom death came while engaged in the work 

rescue. 

The fire was accompanied by every feature

The road out of the death trap was down 
the splendid marble stairs. Most of the 
men outside of the employés were naturally 
out of the hotel or down on the ground floor, 
in the cafés and lounging rooms, so that the 
majority of the terror-stricken throng were 
women; women of wealth, and fashion, and 
beauty, who had many of them. not even 
taken the time to snatch their jewel-cases 
ftom their dressing tables. , 

Up from below, breasting the down-pour- 
ing torrent of humanity, came the men, 
agonized husbands and fathers, trying to 
save their wives and daughters. 


Police Intent on Rescue. 

After them came police heroes intent on 
rescue and fireman dragging their para- 
phernalia to fight the fire where it was 
fiercest. There was every heroism and 
every horror. Men dared death time and 
time again. Other men had their senses 
stricken from them and ran about like 
maniacs, to whom everybody else was an 
obstacle that must be beaten down. 

Meanwhile, through the tangled mob out- 

side the fire engines had forced their way. 
It was pandemonium. The shouting of the 
crowds and the orders of the policemen, the 
clanging of tthe fire bells, the trampling of 
horses’ hoofs, the shriller and sharper note 
of the ambulance gong, made a din that told 
a dreadful story to people blocks away. 
It was after the first wild rush that swept 
so many to safety down the broad staircase 
that the most awful events of the great fire 
occurred. 


Find Escape Cut Off. 

All of the women had not sprung from their 
rooms at the first alarm. Some-had stopped 
to dress, some to gather their most precious 
belongings. And these were those who were 
doomed. Then, too, there were sick persons 
in the house, bedridden men and women. 
When these belated ones got into the cori- 
dors at last the great swarm was gone. Here 
and there throughout the seven stories of 
labyrinths firemen still lingered, intent on 
their work of salvation, regardless of their 
own peril. 

Up the great central well roared the fire, 
right at the stairways, the logical and ac- 
customed avenues to the street. Then these 
belated guests took to the fire escapes, 
throwing open windows and reaching their 
arms out to the sea of people who groaned 
below. 

It was these sudden deathly apparitions 
at the windows, with the fire roaring behind 
them and the precipice before, that consti- 
tuted the most awful features of the fire. 

Most of those who came to the windows 
were saved at last, saved by dint of a most 
wonderful exertion and daring on the part 
of the firemen and citizens, who dashcd 
back into the burning building and fought 
their way to where women hung fainting on 
the window ledges. 

But the fire was too swift, the time too 
short. While the firemen were helping some 
to safety, others felt the hand of death upon 
them from behind, and threw themselves 
from the windows. 


Leaping to Death Below. 

A girl appeared on the sixth floor, beyond 
the reach of ladder, rope, or rescuer. She 
climbed upon the ledge and fell forward, 
striking and whirling over and over until 
she landed in the street. | 

A number of those who threw themseives 
in this way from the windows fell upon peo- 
ple in the street, and instead of S 
body there were two.

Helen Gould's Help. 12 
It fell to Miss Helen Gould to add more to 
the debt the people owe her for her goodness 
and kindness. The Gould mansion, which 
she occupies, is directly across Forty-sev- 
enth street from the burned hotel. It was 


care for the fate of the house itself. As soon 
as the charactcreef the catastrophe became 


_ known the building was thrown open for the 


reception and care of the wounded. 

Nearly every fire engine in the lower part 
of the city was at the fire, pouring in streams 
from every place where a point of vantage 
offered. They might as well have been 
streams of naphtha for all the effect they 
had for an hour or more. Up the steps of 
the magnificent private palaces surround- 
ing the hotel the firemen dragged their wet 
hose, and through thé top windows of these 
they poured their streams across the way 
and into the windows of the upper story. 


« When the Roof Falls. 

Presently the ‘center of the roof caved in. 
From every window of the great structure 
a volley of flame burst forth. The crashing 
of the roof and the inner floors forced the 
tongues of fire to leap clear across the street, 
scorching the men on the house tops, smash- 
ing the windows, and searing the house 
fronts. 

In another instant a ball of smoke as big as 
a city block was shot upward from the great 
center vent, and the flames roared after it. 
Then it was that the fire assumed fits most 
terribly beautiful aspect. There was no 
wind, and the flames tended to a point. The 
fire seemed to follow the walls and bear 
inward to the angle, making four frightful 
inclines of solid fame. i 
80 great was the up draft that boards, 
and beams, and sheets of wood were dragged 
up the surfaces of flame as if they were in 
truth solid. These fragments, blazing fierce- 
ly, were belched up to the top of the volcano 
and held there for a second or more like ban- 
ners on a tower top. They only dropped 
back to make place for other blazing frag- 
ments, and the air for blocks around was 
full of sparks. For miles the top of the wate 
temple was visible. 


Push Crowds from Danger. 

People packed the stfeets and roofs for 
blocks in every direction. Before the walis 
began to fall the police reserves had pushed 
the crowds back out of danger. The throngs 
were almost as great a spectacle as the fire. 
Women in the crowd fainted, but were held 
erect by the pressure of the mob. 

Shortly before 4 o’clock the great central 
tower began to lean,.and a great tremor 
went all through the front wall. Slowly at 
first, but with increasing rapidity, this tower 
toppled. It was followed within ten minutes

How the Fire Started. 

According to John Fay, a waiter, who was 
in the hotel, the fire started by a man throw- 
ing a match into a lace curtain after he 
thought he had put it out. 3

Building a Firetrap. 

The opinion of almost every one is that 
the building was a firetrap. Hugh Bonner, 
Chief of the fire department. said as much 
tonight. 

There were no doors to dlvide up the cor- 
ridors,” said Chief Bonner, so that the 
place was like a blast furnace. Great drafts 
of air rushed through the corridors, spread- 
ing thé fire like lightning. 

“The structure was built in 1873. The 
construction was entirely on the old non- 
fireproof style. 

There were plenty of fire Wespen but, 
strange to say, not a person used one. ‘There 
were also diagrams nailed on the walls 
throughouthe hotel showing the way to es- 

“At the head of each stairway was a red 
ight, showing the location of each stair- 
case, There were also automatic fire n 
operated by push buttons. 

“ The reason why the fire escapes were not 
used was because most people going to 
hotels stay in them for such a short time 
that they know little or nothing of the loea- 
tion of the halls or stairways, and least of 
all the location of the fire escapes. 

Starting Place of Flames. 

“The fire started near the bottom ‘of the 
Forty-sixth street ‘elevator. Great volumes 
of flame and smoke rushed up the shaft, 
spreading the fire to all part of the building. 

“I can form no idea of the loss of lite. 
Tomorrow we will be able. to learn ‘more 
definitely.”

Estimate of Property Loss. 
The total loss in the Windsor Hotel fire 
is estimated by George Patterson of the 
Board of Fire Underwriters at $1,000,000. 
This,“ said he, will be the entire loss, 
inclusive of surrounding damage. You must. 
not understand, however, that this is a total 
insurance loss. It is my impression that the 
hotel is not fully insured. and certainly the 
individual’ property of its guests is not. 
Many of these guests have lived at the hotel 
for years, and some of them have valuable 
art treasures and many jewels, the value of 
which may never be known.“ 
The adjacent buildings to suffer most were 
those Immediately adjoining the Windsor. 
The asphalt. pavements in front of the 
hotel are ruined. 


Rigid Investigation | 
City ‘officials, prompted by Mayor Van 
‘Wyck, informally discussed the fire at the 
Democratic club tonight, ‘and decided that a 
rigid investigation must be instituted at 
once. Richard Croker also said earnestly

“A HOT TIME” AS A DIRGE. 


“In the hotel at Santa Fé last summer the 
notes of a brass band playing the tune 
Marching Through Georgia,’ with great 
vigor, called me to the window,” said a 
New York tourist who recently returned 
from New Mexico and California. “It was 
a Mexican funeral procession that I saw, 
advaneing toward the plaza. The mourners 
followed the hearse on foot, and in advance 
marched the local Mexican band. As it 
reached the plaza the band changed its tune 
to“ There'll Be a Hot Time in the Old Town 
Tonight,’ and to this melody the procession 
moved across the public square on its way 
* Campo Santo. The expression of all the 
ourners was grave and decorous, and some 
of the people on the plaza uncovered their 
heads as the procession passed. This 
Marching to music was the time-honored 
Mexican way of showing res to the dead. 
A New Mexican friend explaingd to me that 
the musical repertory of thé band being 
limited to three. or four pleces, it was neces- 
Sary to make the same tunes do duty ata 
a merry making, or a political meet - 
On passing the ancient Indian Village of 
Isleta on my way by train down the Rio 
Grande, a man described to me the funeral 
of an Indian chief that he witnessed there. 
The body, laid out in state in the open air 


to foot. in gay-colored ribbons, and was 
watched by a band of warriors attired in the 
ancient war dress of their tribe, with feath- 
ers, beads, and antique weapons. “<‘hree 
musicians of the tribe, with tom-toms, sat 
on the ground, beating time to a dolorous 
chanting which they kept up while the guard 
of houor joined in the refrain. All the people 
of the town were dressed in holiday attire in 
preparation for the procession and burial, 
which, though conducted under thé rites of 
the Roman Catholic Church, were to have 
many features peculiar to the Indians, ves- 
tiges of the heathen customs of their an- 
cestors. The ceremonies concluded with a 
funeral feast for which bread, tortillas, mut- 
ton, native wine, and aguardiente had been 
provided in profusion. 

In the quaint New Mexicam Town of 
Mesilla, with its great willow trees, vine- 
yards, and broad irrigating canal winding 
along the main street, through the 52 
I heard the church bell clanging loudly one 
It was for the funeral of a 
young child, and the procession was just 
entering the plaza. Four brown-skinned 
girls, bareheaded and gowned in white, with 
flowers in their hair, held each a corner of a 
board swung between them. On this the 
body lay under a white cloth strewn with 
flowers. Behind them walked six or seven 
women and half-grown children. The bell 
continued to clang until the procession en- 
tered the church where the simple burial 
service was to be performed. After that 
the body would be taken to Campo Santo, 
the great white sandbank which was the 
burial ground for the commoner sort of 
Mexicans—an uncertain spot for a final rest- 
ing place, for the sands shifted with the 
wind, and the capricious Rio Grande in one 
of its sudden changes of channel might wash 
away or cut through at any time. The 
Mexicans make no mourning over the death 
of infants, believing that they at once enter 
upon a happy future existence as angelitos— 
little angels.“ —-New Orleans Times-Demo- 
erat.

| MAYER GETSNEW TENANT 


LEASES BUILDING IN STATE STREET 
TO H. C. LYTTON. 


burg Is Looking for Site on Which 
te Erect Large Plant in Ohicago— 
Work on the Structure to Begin as 
Soon as the Location Is Secured So 
It 
Year. 


Benjamin Rosenberg has negotiated for 
Levy Mayer a five-year lease of his building 
at the southwest corner of State and Quincy 
streets to H. C. Lyfton, proprietor of The 
Hub, at $20,000 annually from May 1, 1899. 
Mr. Lytton has the privilege of renewing the 
— for thirteen years more at $22,500 an- 
nually. 

This building will be added to The Hub 
store, but it is Mr. Lytton’s intention to 
make extensive improvements in the build- 
ing before he takes possession. Nearly all 
the present leases expire on May 1, and by 
that time the plans for the improvements, 
which will cost $25,000, will be in shape. 

The Mayer building has a frontage of 42 
feet and a depth of 100. The adjoining build- 
ing, occupied by The Hub, has a frontage of 
123 feet and is 100 feet deep. The north 
ninety-three feet belongsito F. R. Otis and 
the south thirty feet to Rosa Howe of Porter 
County, Ind. The Howe property is leased 
te Mr. Otis until 1940. Mr. Lytton holds a 
ten-year lease on the Otis property at a 
rental of $66,000 annually. Four years of 
this term remain, and arrangements have 
recently been made for the extension of the 
lease. Under the terms of the new lease the 
rental will continue at $66,000 for a period 
and will then be advanced to $70,000 a year. 

There is a strong probability that Mr. 
Lytton will take a ninety-nine year lease on 
the Otis and Mayer properties and construct 
a fireproof building some time within the 
next few years. Mr. Lytton said that he had 
discussed this matter with Mr. Mayer, and 
he was willing to make a ninety-nine-year 
lease on acceptable terms. I have talked 
briefly on the matter with Mr. Otis also,“ 
Mr. Lytton saſd. He is sick at present, but 
I expect to take the matter up again with 
him after he recovers. If I can make satis- 
factory terms I shall close a long-term lease 
and construct a good building on the com- 
bined properties.“ 

The valuation of the ground of the com- 
bined Otis and Howe holdings is $1,004,250 
and of the building is $70,500, as established 
by the Tax Commission in 1893. Levy 
Mayer's property was valued at $357,590, of 
which $270,950 is in the ground and $86,640 in 
the building. 

Mr. Lytton started business twelve years 
ago in a fifty-foot store on the ground floor 
of the Otis building, paying a rental of $66,- 
000 a year. He says the addition of the 
Mayer building will give him the largest 
clothing store in the world. 

The H. J. Heins company, Pittsburg, Pa., 
is looking for a plot of ground to erect a 
large plant in Chicago. It now has a ware- 
house and branch office at 99 to 108 East 


soon as the new buildings are ready for oc- 
cupancy. H. J. Heinz, President of the com- 
pany, was at the Auditorium Annex yester- 
day in connection with the matter. Products 
of the concern heretofore have been shipped 
to this city from Laporte, Ind., Muscatine, 
Ta., and Pittsburg. It has been decided to 
make the plant at Chicago the second larg- 
est, the largest one being the main plant at 
Pittsburg. 

“We will need from two to three acres of 
well-located ground,“ Mr. Heinz said. ‘‘ At 
Pittsburg we have thirteen buildings, cov- 
ering ten and one-half acres of floor space. 
Two buildings will be constructed here as 
soon as we find a site, and the others will fol- 
low as rapidly as required. The lease on our 
present Chicago quarters expires in one year, 
and the new plant will have to be ready for 
occupancy at the end of that time.“

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


PASSENGER RATH WAR IN THE 
WEST GROWS MORE SERIOUS. 


Gredt Northern Announces a New 
Schedule of Fares to Go into Effect 
on March 21 — Promises a Fight 
More Bitter than That of a Year 
Age Over Klondike Travel—Chica- 
go and Northwestern Road Makes 
Important Changes in Time Tables. 


The passenger rate war in the West and 
Northwest is growing more serious from 
day to day and present indications point to 
a fight more bitter than that waged last 
year over rates to Alaska and the Klondike. 
Announcement was made by the Great 
Northern railway yesterday that, beginning 
on March 21 and until further notice, it will 
sell from its Eastern terminals and offers 
for basing purposes one-half of first-class 
limited rate to all points on its line, minimum 
selling rate $3; also to Victoria, Vancouver, 
and all points north of Portland, by either 
rail or steamer, heretofore taking second- 
class $40 rate, and to Anaconda, Mont., 
points on the Oregon Railway and Naviga- 
tion lines, Spokane Falls, and Northern and 
Kootenai district of British Columbia. The 
same rates have been adopted by the North- 
ern Pacific to all points on its line. 

Chairman Caldwell of the Western Pas- 
senger association, in a circular to the lines 
interested, explains that the above rates 


| will apply only for one way second-class 


tickets. It is also noted that the action does 
not reduce the Portland rate of $25 from Bt. 
Paul, although it will reduce existing rates 
to Montana common points and other inter- 
mediate territory. Mr. Caldwell says it 
seems essential that a prompt understand- 
ing be reached by other lines upon the rates 
just announced by the St. Paul roads, and 
for this reason he has issued a call for a 
special meeting of all lines within the terri- 
tory of the Western Passenger association 
east and west of the Missouri River at the 
association rooms in this city mext Monday. 
The Central Passenger association lines 
at their meeting in Pittsburg decided to ac- 
cept. the tender by the Northern roads of 
one way colonist rates on the basis of reg- 
ular fares pius reduction of connecting lines. 
Reduced Rates for Students. 
Central Passenger association lines have 
given notice of their intention to establish 
on account of Easter vacation a rate of one 
and one-third first-class fare for the round 
trip from points where colleges, seminaries, 
or universities are located to all points in 
the territory of the association. The sale 
of these tickets is to be confined to students 
presenting certificates signed by the execu- 
tive officers of the institutions they attend 


Changes in Northwestern Schedule. 

Important changes in its train schedules 
will be made by the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern railway tomorrow. The Badger State 
express, which has left Chicago, at 8:30 
a. m., daily, except Sunday, will run every 
day, and leave Chicago at 9 a. m., ar- 
riving in St. Paul and Minneapolis on 
the present schedule. The Janesville, 
Watertown, and Fond du Lac train will 
leave Chicago at 8:10 a. m. daily except 
Sunday, instead of 9:10 a. m., and on Sun- 
days the train for Janesville will leave Chi- 
cago at 9:10 a. m. as at present. The 
Milwaukee morning express will leave Chi- 
cago at 9 a. m. dgily, instead of 8:30 a. m., as 
heretofore. On account of preparations for

Several wit- 
nesses have been examined by Clerk Kurtz 
of the United States court, but so far no one 
has been found who knows what became of 
the bonds. It is claimed that the Milwaukee 
and Minnesota railroad company ceased to 
exist twenty-five years ago.

Topeka, Kas., March 17.—General Passen-
